FY 2017: Thisbudget includes atotal of $1,009.8 million from the General Fund and 12,299.6 FTE
positions for FY 2017 to the Department for the Blind, the College Student Aid Commission, the
Department of Education, and the Board of Regents. Thisis an increase of $4.9 million and an increase of
293.8 FTE positions compared to estimated FY 2016. Theincreasein FTE positionsisaresult of comparing
FY 2017 appropriated positions to actual usage in FY 2016. Thereis no change in appropriated FTE
positions compared to HF 658 (FY 2016 Education Appropriations Act).
